In the State prison at Auburn, some time during the 
week of October 23, Leon Czolgosz, the murderer of 
President McKinley, will be put to death. He was 
sentenced on September 26, and taken to Auburn 
the next day, where he came near being lynched by a 
frenzied mob. On the train going to bis last destina- 
tion he said to one of his custodians: 

‘2 am sorry I did it; it was all a mistake; it is too 
late now, but I am sorry for Mrs. McKinley.” 

When the train arrived at Auburn, Czolgosz was 
handcuffed to Jailer’Mitchell and Deputy Sheriff Barn- 
hardt. A great and angry mob was in waiting. At 
the prison gates the crowd rushed upon the assassin 
and struck at him, and for a while it began to look as 
if he would be torn from his guards. 

There were the elements of a lynching party in the 
crowd and deputies were forced to draw their revol- 
vers. The flash of the weapons gave them opportu- 
nity to disengage the assassin. 

The prisoner was dragged staggering through the 
gate and up the steps into the office. There he col- 
lapsed, and the bandcuffs were removed. 

Dr. Gerin was summoned, and after working over 
Crolgosz halfan hour said he wasall right. His col- 
lapse, the doctor said, was due almost wholly to fear. 

Yetonly a short time before he reached Auburn, 
Czolgosz had spoken even of his approaching execu- 
tion with calmness. 

“I hope,” he said, ‘that I will not shame myself 
when it comes to the end.”’ 

Aiter the convicted man had got back a semblance 
of nerve he was stripped and bathed, clad in prison 
habiliments and taken to the condemned cell, the only 
one of the five at Auburn which had not already a 
tenant waiting for death. 

When the guards stripped him, Czolgosz had an- 
other collapse, throwing himself backward upon the 
floor. He struck on his head and was insensible for a 
few moments. 

After he became conscious he gave no more trouble. 
Warden Mead personally superintended his prepara- 
tion for the death cell. 


THE TRIAL. 


It didn’t take very long to convict Czolgosz, 
President McKinley's assassin, nor was there anything 
spectacular about his trial at Buffalo, the scene of his 
crime. At9:300n the morning of September 23 court 
was opened, and at 4:25. o’clock on the afternoon of 
September 25 he was declared guilty of murder in the 
first degree, the only verdict possible under the circum- 
stances. He had previously been examined by a quar- 
tet of experts on insanity and declared sane. 

Justice Truman C. White, one of the oldest and most 
experienced of the Supreme Court justices, was on the 
bench, and former Justice Robert C. Titus and Carlton 
E, Ladd were appointed to act in behalf of the prisoner. 

When asked to plead the assassin spoke for the first 
time and said in a low voice: 

“Guilty !"’ 

But of course this plea was not accepted. 

The jury was selected in almost record time, and was 
composed of the following citizens: 

Frederick V. Lauer, plumber; Richard J. Garwood, 
street railway foreman; Henry W. Wendt, manu- 
facturer; Silas Carmen, farmer; James 8. Stygall, 
plumber; William Laton, farmer; Walter E. Everett, 
blacksmith; Benjamin J. Ralph, bank cashier; Samuel 
P. Waldo, farmer; Andrew J. Smith, merchant, and 
Joachim H. Mertens, shoe dealer. 

The wheels of justice moved swiftly. The actual 
time of the trial of the assassin was eight hours and 
twenty-six minutes and covered a period of only two 


days. Practically all of this time was occupied by the | 


prosecution in presenting a case so clear, 80 conclusive 
that even had the prisoner entered the plea of insanity 
it is doubtful if the Jury would have returned a verdict 
different from the one handed down. 

The crowd gathered in the Buffalo City Hall was the 
largest which has seen him since his arraignment. 
People were lined up on both sides of the big rotunda 
on the second “floor where court opened, and fringed 
the stairs leading from the floor above. A large num- 
ber of women witnessed the proceedings. 

After a tremendous amount of technical testimony 
had been taken and the prosecution was closed, Judge 
Lewis, one of the men who had been assigned as the 
prisoner’s counsel, made a speech, which he concluded 
in the following words: 

“If you find he was not responsible you would aid in 
lifting a great cloud from the minds of the people of 
this country. If the beloved President had met with a 
railroad accident and had been killed, our grief could 
not compare with what itis now. If you find that he 
met his fate through the act of an insane man it is the 
same as though he met it by accident. I had the pro- 
foundest respect for President McKinley. I watched 
him in Congress and during his long public career, and 
he was one of the noblest men God ever made. His 
policy we care nothing about, but it always met with 
my profoundest respect. His death was the saddest 
blow to me that has occurred in many year&.” 

Mr. Lewis was crying when he finished, » ane he eyes 


of many of those in the courtroom were filled with tears. 
At 3:10 District Attorney Penney began summing up. 
He spoke in a clear, well modulated voice, and every 
word could be heard in any part of the room. He 
briefly reviewed the crime and the evidence, and de- 
manded the full penalty of the law. 
Justice White began his charge to the jury at 3:20. 
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jury filed into theroom. The clerk read their names, | 
each juror responding ‘‘Present’’ as his name was 
called. 

No time was wasted. The jurors did not sit down. 
Addressing them, Justice White said: 

“Gentlemen, have you agreed upon @ verdict? ”’ 

“We have,” responded the foreman, Mr. Wendt. 

“What is your verdict? ”’ 

“That the defendant is guilty of murder in the first 
degree.”’ 

There was a moment of silence, and then a murmur 
arose from the lips of the crowd. It ended there. 
There was no handclapping, no cheers. Justice | 


White’s voice could be clearly heard in every part of | 


the room when he thanked the jurors for their work. 
Court was at once adjourned. 

Czolgosz immediately was handcuffed to his guards 
and hurried from the court room downstairs to the 
basement and through the tunnel under Delaware ave- 
nue to the Jail. 

Most of the time during the trial the assassin sat with 
closed eyes and apparently tock little or no interest in 
the proceedings. 

During the testimony of Private Frank O’Brien, an 
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| He arose from his seat and stepped to the side of the 
bench nearest the Jury box. His charge was brief and 
to the point, and the Jury promptly retired. 

After the jury had filed out the scene in the court- 
room became dramatic in the extreme. Decorum was 
somewhat forgotten, and the spectators stood up and 
many walked about the room and engaged in conver- 
sation. The guards about the assassin, who still sat in 
his seat before the bench, were doubled, Chief of De- 
tectives Cusack and two of his men taking positions 
just back of Czolgosz’s chair. Others took seats to the 
left and right,and many ‘plain clothes’? men were 
seen mingling among the crowd surging about the 
room, closely watching every one whose face was not 
familiar to them. 

There was no disposition to crowd about the pris- 
oner, although the object of every one seemed to be to 
get in a position where they could get a full view of his 
face. He had been seated in his chair all afternoon, 
his hands clasped on the arms of the chair and his head 
bent forward and a little to the left. At no time during 
the absence of the jury did he raise his eyes or lift his 
head or seem to know that he was the object of interest 
of several hundred men and women. 

Every time the door was opened all eyes were turned 
in that direction, the evident thought in every mind 
being that the Jury would take only a few moments to 
| agree on the verdict.

artillery man, who was on duty on the day of the 
shooting, it was shown that he was the first man to 
sieze the revolver from Czolgosz. He cut his initials in 
the handle as a means of subsequent identification. 

When, a day later, Czolgosz was brought in court to 
be sentenced, the crowd was tremendous. It was evi- 
dent to many that the prisoner was slowly but surely 
weakening. He was handcuffed, as usual, and he 
seemed afraid to even look up. Once or twice, when 
called upon to answer the necessary questions as to age, 
etc., his lips moved, but no sound came from them. 

The judge, in as few words as necessary, as if he were 
trying to hurry as much as possible, »sked him what he 
had to say why sentence of death should not be pro- 
nounced, and wanted to know if he desired to claim 
insanity. 

“I have nothing to say about that,’’ he replied, so 
low he could searcely be heard. 

“Have you anything to say ?’’ asked Justice White. 

**Yes,’’ was the reply. 

“There was no one else but me,”’ muttered Czolgosz. 
“No one else told me to do it, and no one paid me to do 
it. I never thought of doing it until a couple of days 
before the crime.”’ 

“Anything further ?” asked the court: 

“No, sir.”’ came the answer. 

Next the Judge slowly spoke: 

' “Czolgosz, in taking the life of our beloved President 

you committed a crime which shocked and outraged 
the moral sense of the civilized world. You have con- 
fessed your guilt, and after learning all that can at this 
time be learned of the facts and circumstances of the 





case, twelve good men have pronounced your confes- 





first degree. You declare, according to the testmony 
of credible witnesses, that no other person aided or 
abetted you in the commission of this terrible act. God 
grant it may beso. The penalty for the crime of which 
you stand convicted is fixed by che statute, and it now 
becomes my duty to pronounce its judgment against 
you. The sentence of the court is that in the week be- 
ginning Oct. 28, 1901, at the place, in the manner and by 
the means prescribed by law, you suffer the punish 
ment of death. Remove the prisoner.” 

After the conviction, the father, step-mother and 
sister of the prisoner visited him, but he seemed unable 
to betray the slightest emotion in their presence. When 
they left they said they were going to change their 
name.

SHAMROCK LEADS IN ANOTHER 


ONE RACE 


CAPRICIOUS BREEZE 





But Committee Decides That is 
The Time Limit and 


is Impossible to Finish Within 
Signals “No Race,” 





IRISH CHALLENGER’S EFFORT WAS IMPRESSIVE 


Sir Thomas Lipton says His Boat Will Show to Best Advantage in a 
Heavy Blow---Many More Races Yet. 


—_ 


Columbia has one heat to her credit at the time of 
writing and two efforts to bring about a result have 
been dismal failures owing to the lightness of the wind 
which made ft impossible for the boats to get over the 
course within the prescribed time, In the second of 
the failures a capricious breeze, favoring first one and 
the other, helped the Shamrock II. to round the first 
mark with something like a quarter of a mile 
lead over the Columbia—an advantage which her 
own fine light weather qualities and ber undisputed 
speed when reaching on a light wind enabled her 
to considerably increase while on the journey to the 
second mark. 

But long before that point could be reached the 
officials in charge of the committee boat hoisted 
signals announcing that the race was off, the regatta 
committee having figured that it would be impossible, 
owing to the light winds that prevailed, to com- 
plete the rest of the fifteen miles in the hour 
and odd minutes intervening tefore the expiration of 
the time limit. 

After one disappointment, the yachts failing-to cover 
the course within the prescribed time limit of five and 
a half hours, the first race was sailed on September 28, 
inasea barely wrinkled by a southeast wind, and 
Columbia and Shamrock II. marked an epoch in the 
history of yachting, by sailing the closest race and the 
most exciting race ever contested for the America’s 
Cup, and while the final honors were with the American 
sloop there was glory enough to console the Celtic 
knight in the slender margin by which he was defeated. 

The defender of the cup won by 1 minute and 
seconds, which includes 47 seconds time allowance al- 
lowed on measurement, 

Boat for boat Columbia won, but the Irish challenger, 
because of the windward position gained at the start, 
led her to the outer mark—a fifteen-mile thresh to 
the windward. 

It was a glorious bit of safling and of seamanship by 
the giants of the seas, and Columbia, crowned queen 





of windward work, lost her prestige for the first time. 
But, before the finish line was 
reached she had her vengeance, 
and that, too, in weather which 
distinctly favored the challenger — 
and in asea most suited to her 

best paces. , 

Running home before the 
wind, with the acres of canvas 
spread squarely to the breeze, 
Columbia picked up the loss 
suffered on the beat out and ~- 
gained as much more before her 
graceful prow had nosed the 
finish line. From start to finish 
the contest was one never 
equaled for excitement, For 
many miles on the beat to 
windward the crews were close 
enough to speak to each other. 

It was @ marine spectacle 
that drew to the full the en- 
thusiasm of the thousands on the yachts and the ex- 
cursion boats. It was all the more beautiful for the 
vault of blue and the freshening breeze blowing straight 
in from the Atlantic strong enough to spill the foam 
out of the green swells. 

The memory of the races between Genesta and Puri- 
tan, in 1885, and Lord Dunraven’s first Valkyrie and 
Vigilant, in 1893, which have been treasured by yachts- 
men up to this time, will be forgotten in the light of 
his aquatic duel. 

The big single-stickers behind proudly puffing tugs 
had preceded the excursion fleet to the stake boats and 
had hoisted their largest light weather sails. Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s private signal, a green Shamrock in a yellow 
tield, flew from the main truck of the British boat, and 
Commodore E. D. Morgan’s colors—Maltese cross in a 
tield of black—fluttered from the after leach of Colum- 
bia’s mainsail. Watson, the designer of the chailenger, 
and Ratsey, the gailmaker, were aboard the golden 
boat. As the yachts passed out from behind Sandy 
ifook half a dozen ocean liners inward bound saluted 
them with ensign and whistle. 

Again the course, east by south, carried the yachts 
slong the Long Island shore straight out to sea. The 

tart was thrilling. The yachts bounded away «cross 
the line like a couple of runaway horses, the challenger 
half a length ahead and to windward. 

In the manceuvring before the start Captain Syca- 
iore had given the wily Yankee skipper a genuine 
irprise, returning a Roland for the Oliver he received 
few days previous. Just when Barr thought he had 
m under his lee the Englishman deadened his head- 
iy and then luffed under Columbia’s stern into the 
eather berth, This victory for Shamrock at the be- 

\nning of the race Columbia could not overcome in the 

ng beat to windward. 

As @ result of the race the confidence in the American 

ophas been strengthened. Captain Barr’s superb 

t‘manship and his splendid crew were the wonder 

(1 admiration of his rivals, Although he failed to get 
* windward berth at the start, and did not succeed in 


weathering Shamrock on the beat out. the marvelous 
capabilities of the Herreshoff mode! were shown when 
she fell back to leeward and then succeeded in regain- 
ing the ground she had lost. 

The patrolling of the course by the revenue cutter 
fleet was perfect. There was no interference and none 
was attempted, and when the race was over a generous

foe conceded that he had been fairly beaten in a fair 
contest, but with the same cheerfulness and high hope 
that marked his first attempt to win the cup he ex- 
pressed the belief thathe yet would prove to be the 
victor in the series. 

When it was all over, the entire excursion fleet, mad 
with enthusiasm, wanted to escort Columbia to her 
anchorage. The whistles screeched a deafening salute 
as she crossed the finish line, and for the first time the 
patrol line was broken in effort to shower congratu- 
lations. 

The third attempt to reach a decision was made on 
Sept. 30, over an equilateral triangle, ten miles to a leg, 
but failed ignominiously. When less than half way 
over the second leg of the triangle, with the wind little 
stronger than a summer zephyr, the Regatta Commit- 
tee, at twenty-three minutes to four o’clock, signalled 
that the race was off. The competitors at that time 
could not have been towed the rest of the way in the 
remaining fifty-three minutes by torpedo boats, The 
Shamrock was then the leader by perhaps full quarter 
of a mile, but she was well to leeward of the Columbia, 
as the vagaries of the shifting airs had made the second 
leg like the first, by the wind. 

Flukes and paltry airs ruled all day. Neptune was in 
a treacherous and unreliable mood, but there was the 
entire absence of viciousness in his behavior. So fickle 
were the breaths, it did not seem as if there were any 
sorcerer’s spell strong enough to draw the wind from its 

place of concealment and make it blow lustily and 
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steadily. Strong winds had been‘prayed for, but these 
prayers certainly availed but little. A more unsatisfac- 
tory day for yacht racing cannot be imagined. There 
was abundance of life and glitter and color on the at- 
tending fleet, but that was all. 

One perio, extending a long time after the start. the 
Columbia was fully three-quarters of a mile ahead. She | 
lost that and more, too, and was beaten to the first 
mark by minutes, merely because the fanning air for- 
sook .\hber, and her opponent picked up a truant 
southerly wind. 

While actually proving nothing this inconclusive | 
contest managed to inflate the hopes of the Shamrock's 
adherents and to bring about a. corresponding depres- 
sion among those who have backed the Columbia to 
win. Some who narrowly watched the abortive effort 
to make a finish flatly declared their convictions that 
the Shamrock is a superior boat to the Columbia in 
light weather—the sort that is most likely to prevail 
throughout the coming contests. These argue that in 
the latest event the Shamrock proved this claim by the 
manner in which she beat the Columbia to the first 
mark and the way in which she increased her lead 
after rounding that point. 

On the other hand, those who place their faith in the 
Columbia still hardily maintain that theirs is a better 
boat and that pure Lipton luck brought the Irish yacht 
a fairer slant of wind, thus helping her to round the 
first mark ahead of her rival. But these cannot so 
lightly explain the difference which showed after the | 
two yachts rounded the first marx, and when, with the 
breeze holding fairly steady in force, the Irish cham- 
pion steadily outfooted the Columbia until the race was 
officially called off. 

It looks as if a great many more attempts to race 
will have to be made before the end is reached.

Twice after 
Sullivan repeated the trick, but Broad kept after him, 
and smashing rights and lefts, gave Sullivan the worst 
trouncing he has had in many a day.

posted it was customary to put upthe “ready.” They | 


didn’t do things upon a certified check basis or drafts 
upon a bank plant located thousands’ of miles away 
from the scene of action. It was the supreme moment 
when the backer of a man reached down into his 
feans and pulled up a roll big enough to chokea sewer 
and proceeded to count off the necessary amount in 
aces and deuces. Now the provident fighter calls fora 
blank check, fills in. the required figures with an air of 
affluence and appends his name in a scrawl only 
legible to the paying teller, who has to look up the sig- 
nature book in order to find out what it is all about. [n 
California they are having a lot of trouble over tie 
checks put up as forfeits, and Stakeholder Corbett, 
whose alm is to be conscientiols to an exasperating 
degree in his efforts to haveeverything right and square 
for both parties, is fretting himself into a decline be- 
cause of backing and filling tactics which both ends of 
the big championship fight have resorted to. Only the 
other day he found out that the certificate of deposit 
for $2,500 put up by Jeffries was not negotiable. It was 
made payable to Jeffries himself, and, unindorsed, was 
of course worthless as a forfeit. Atthe time Corbett 
called the attention of Eugene Van Court, who was in- 
trusted by Jeffries with the delivery of the certificate,

In view of later developments, it begins to appear as 
though the leaving of the champion’s name off the 
document was intentional instead of accidental. 

Billy Delaney, who is acting as Jeffries’ chief adviser, 
told Corbett that bis principal did not want the forfeits 
put up in the shape of checks. 
needed. Ruhlin’s representative, when the articles 
were signed, put up Rublin’s check on a New York 
bank for $2,500. This was not certified and payment 
upon it could easily be stopped. 
not received equally negotiable paper from Jeffries he 
did not send it for collection to the New York bank on 
which itwas drawn. This he did subsequéntly, how- 
ever, with instructions to the bank to wire at once 
whether there were available funds to satisfy it. 

Delaney says that when word comes from New York 
that the money is there Jeffries will deposit $2,500, 

This determination of the champion's seems to have 
been arrived at but lately. Why did he put upany 
check at all if he did not purpose delay? Why has he 
been postponing the putting up of his forfeit from 
week to week if he has been honestly intending to live 
up to the articles of agreement? These stipulate that 
forfeits should be posted by the club and the two prin- 
cipals forthwith. Rublin and the club immediately 
complied. Jeffries, being the champion and the dic- 
tator, probably imagines he is above the articles he 
signed.

BEAT GARDNER 





‘Latter Badly Punished but No 
Knocked Out. 


JOE SET FAST PACE. 


Referee Welch’s Decision Was an 
Eminently Just One.

Whatever hopes George Gandner of Lowell, Mass. 
had of succeeding to the middleweight championshi, 
title were dispelled when he met Joe Walcott, the “nar 
badoes Demon,” at San Francisco on Sept. 27. There 
after twenty rounds of a rough-and-tumble, clinch and 
break fight, Walcott was given the decision. It was u 
good fight. Walcott’s short, black arms were going lik« 
the fans of an old-fashioned windmill with never a re 
ond’s rest from gong to gong. Time and time again le 
rushed at Gardner with left and right swings that -had 
all the strength of his muscular little body behind them. 

Gardner was always on the defensive. He side- 
stepped, blocked and ducked like a veteran ritig gen- 
eral, Half of the vicious swings and jabs that Walcott 
started in Gardner’s direction never reached their desti- 
nation. But the other half landed and left bloody 
| marks on the game white lad’s body and face and lost 
Gardner’s friends their money. 

When the gong clanged the commencement Walcott 
sprang at Gardner. They clinched, separated, clinched, 
separated again, and then Walcott’s dangerous right 
went like a flash to Gardner’s jaw. He dropped to the 
floor, took the count and came hack a wiser and more 
cautious man. 

Gardner’s effective blocking won him rounds of ap- 
| plause, but could not win the fight. From the first to 
the fifth rounds Walcott had the better of it. Then 
Gardner did a little aggressive fighting. He landed 
some good blows, but most of them did little damage. 

The next few rounds were a succession of rushes by 
| Walcott. At the beginning of the sixteenth round Wal- 
, cott had a comfortable lead, but Gardner was trying to 
| get the famous right cross on the Jaw that has given 

pugilistic laurels to many an apparent loser. After the 

sixteenth round, the sound of the gong was always wel- 
| come to Gardner’s ears. Rights on the jaw, straight 
lefts on the mouth and nose and stiff body punches had 
Gardner Lloody, weak and weary when the twentieth 
round ended and Referee Welch gave the decision to 
Walcott.
